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Commercial  slaughter  plants  in  the  48  States  that  were  either  under  Federal 
inspection,  or  were  non-federally  inspected  plants  with  an  annual  output  of  300,  000 
pounds  or  more  (live  weight),  numbered  2,  957  on  March  1,  1965,  according  to  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  compares  with  3,144  of  these  plants  in  I960  and  3,217 
in  1955. 


A total  of  570,  or  1 9 percent,  of  the  2,  957  plants  on  March  1,  1965,  were 
under  Federal  inspection,  compared  with  530,  or  1 7 percent,  in  I960.  These 
plants  slaughter  animals  under  inspection  conducted  by  the  Meat  Inspection  Division, 
Consumer  and  Marketing  Service. 

Plants  not  under  Federal  inspection  with  an  annual  live  weight  output  of 
300,000  pounds  or  more  totaled  2,3  87  on  March  1,  1965,  compared  with  2,614  in 
I960.  Of  this  total,  849  were  classified  as  "large"  non- inspected  plants  --  those 
which  slaughter  over  2 million  pounds  (live  weight)  annually.  In  I960,  there  were 
902  "large"  non-inspected  plants.  The  remaining  1,538  plants  were  "medium"  non- 
inspected  plants  --  those  which  slaughter  between  300,  000  and  2 million  pounds 
(live  weight)  annually.  There  were  1,712  "medium"  non-inspected  plants  in  I960. 

The  "large"  non-federally  inspected  plants  made  up  29  percent  of  the  com- 
bined total  of  federally  inspected  plus  "large"  and  "medium"  non-inspected  plants 
in  both  1965  and  I960.  "Medium"  non-inspected  plants  accounted  for  52  percent  of 
the  2,  957  plants  in  1965  and  54  percent  in  I960. 


In  addition  to  the  plants  listed  above,  there  were  about  4,  750  "small"  non- 
inspected  plants  --  those  that  slaughtered  less  than  300,  000  pounds  (live  weight) 
annually.  In  I960,  there  were  about  6,500  "small"  non-inspected  plants. 


The  commercial  slaughter  estimates  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  include 
slaughter  in  both  federally  and  non-federally  inspected  plants.  Slaughter  in  the  570 
federally  inspected  plants  accounted  for  84  percent  of  the  total  commercial  slaugh- 
ter (live  weight  basis)  in  1964  and  81  percent  in  195  9.  Slaughter  in  the  2,  957 
plants  which  excludes  the  "small"  non-federally  inspected  plants  accounted  for  99 
percent  of  the  total  commercial  slaughter  in  both  1964  and  195  9. 

Classification  of  Plants  by  Number  Slaughtering  Each  Species 

Federally  inspected  and  "large"  and  "medium"  non-federally  inspected 
slaughtering  plants  operating  on  March  1 were  classified  according  to  the  species 
slaughtered  during  1964.  No  distinction  was  made  between  plants  slaughtering 
cattle  but  not  calves,  or  of  plants  slaughtering  calves  but  not  cattle.  The  number 
of  plants  slaughtering  a given  species  is  the  number  of  plants  which  slaughter  that 
particular  species  alone  and  in  combination  with  any  other  species. 
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Of  the  2,  957  establishments,  871  or  29  percent  slaughtered  all  species  in 
1964--cattle  and  calves,  sheep  and  lambs,  and  hogs.  This  type  of  plant  is  most 
prevalent  in  the  Mountain  and  Pacific  Regions,  where  more  than  half  the  plants 
slaughtered  all  three  species. 

Plants  slaughtering  only  cattle  and  calves  represented  18  percent  of  the  total. 
These  plants  predominate  in  the  Eastern  North-Central,  Northwest  North-Central, 
and  Pacific  Regions,  where  over  a fifth  of  the  plants  slaughtered  this  species  only. 

About  3 9 percent  of  the  plants  slaughtered  cattle  and  calves  and  hogs.  This  is 
the  most  common  combination  in  the  48  States,  as  well  as  in  most  regions.  In  the 
South  Atlantic  Region,  61  percent  fell  into  this  class  and  in  the  South  Central 
Region,  58  percent. 

Plants  slaughtering  cattle  and  calves  and  sheep  and  lambs  make  up  about  7 
percent  of  the  total.  The  two  regions  leading  in  the  percentage  of  plants  slaughter- 
ing this  combination  are  the  North  Atlantic  with  17  percent  and  Pacific  with  15  per- 
cent. 


Approximately  6 percent  of  the  slaughtering  plants  handled  hogs  only.  These 
plants  tend  to  be  more  concentrated  in  the  States  bordering  on  or  near  the  eastern 
metropolitan  centers.  Three  plants  slaughtered  only  hogs  and  sheep  and  lambs. 
These  plants  were  in  the  East  North  Central  and  South  Central  Regions.  Eighteen 
plants  killed  only  sheep  and  lambs.  Half  of  them  were  in  the  Mountain  Region. 

About  19  percent,  or  108,  of  the  570  federally  inspected  plants  slaughtered 
all  species --cattle  and  calves,  sheep  and  lambs,  and  hogs.  Plants  slaughtering 
only  cattle  and  calves  totaled  234,  or  41  percent,  in  1964  compared  with  185,  or  35 
percent,  in  1959.  There  were  87  establishments  which  slaughtered  cattle  and 
calves  and  hogs.  Seventy-one  plants  slaughtered  cattle  and  calves  and  sheep  and 
lambs.  There  were  64  plants  slaughtering  only  hogs. 

Of  the  849  "large"  non-federally  inspected  establishments,  278,  or  33  percent, 
slaughtered  all  three  species.  The  117  plants  slaughtering  only  cattle  and  calves 
accounted  for  14  percent  of  the  total.  Plants  slaughtering  cattle  and  calves  and  hogs 
totaled  321,  or  3 8 percent  of  the  group.  Eighty-three  plants  slaughtered  cattle  and 
calves  and  sheep  and  lambs.  Plants  killing  hogs  only  totaled  48.  Two  plants 
slaughtered  only  sheep  and  lambs. 

Among  the  1,538  "medium"  non-federally  inspected  plants,  485,  or  32  per- 
cent, slaughtered  all  species.  Plants  slaughtering  only  cattle  and  calves  totaled 
172  or  11  percent.  About  48  percent  of  the  "medium"  plants--735--slaughtered 
cattle  and  calves  and  hogs.  Sixty-three  plants  slaughtered  cattle  and  calves  and 
sheep  and  lambs.  There  were  70  plants  that  slaughtered  hogs  only,  and  13  that 
slaughtered  sheep  and  lambs  only  in  1964.
